That a lot of people have been 
ready and waiting to pay their 
1942 taxes was proven early this 
week when the township collectors 
opened their offices for the long 
delayed collection. 
The collectors were greeted by 
* a rush of early payers that was 
a distinct surprise to them. 
Collections for the first few' days 
soared far ahead of other recent 
years and as one collector put it, 
“you’d think we were only going to 
^ be here for a week instead of a 
month.” 
“It means that there won’t be 
any last minute rush,” said anoth­ 
er collector. 
Collections are expected to level 
off after the first rush of early 
payers and 
maintain a normal 
course for the rest of the collec­ 
tion period. 
Property owners w ho purchase a 
new piece of property are urged to 
see that the proper name of the 
J new owner is placed upon the tax 
• books and persons selling a part 
of their holdings are reminded to 
be sure that a proper division of 
the property is made in the asses­ 
sors office in order that each own­ 
er may receive his correct des- 
^ cription next year.

OPA to use mail 
to distribute 
ration book 3 
Applications 
must be mailed 
prior to June IO 


The U. S. postoffice department 
will deliver this week to every 
family receiving mail, application 
forms for ration book three. Post­ 
masters are instructed to distribute 
these applications to all patrons of 
their offices between May 20 and 
June 5. No applications can be 
handled to applicants by the post­ 
office after June IO, which is the 
last date that applicants for the 
new ration book can mail their ap­ 
plications. 
As applications dis­ 
tributed in this area are to be mail­ 
ed to the Chicago office, applicants 
must affix a three cent stamp to 
the form they are returning. 
Beginning June 20, and ending 
July 20 ration books in official 
penalty envelopes wdll be mailed to 
those who have made application 
for the new books. 
War Ration Book No. 3 itself 
combines “unit” stamps — already 
familiar under the sugar, coffee, 
and shoe programs — and “point” 
stamps, such as housewives have 
been using to buy canned goods, 
meats, and fats for several-weeks 
past. There are eight pages in the 
new book, four contain a single 
alphabet of brown point stamps in 
the usual “8,” “5,” “2,” and “I” 
values, while each of the center 
four pages 
hold 48 unit stamps 
with each page identified by units 
of armament planes, guns, tanks, 
and aircraft carriers.

“O. Q.” leaves 
Arlington 


O. G. Barrett, familiarly called, 
“O, G.” by his friends, is leaving 
Arlington Heights. Over a period 
of seventeen years he has been a 
sort of a public servant in these 
parts — serving a lot of people in 
his capacities as farm adviser, vil­ 
lage alderman, 
rationing official 
and agricultural adviser to many 
of the so-called “Chicago farmers,” 
proprietors of many of the larger 
farms in western Cook county. 
These cover his “official” services 
to his community, but as a private 
citizen O. G. gave his support dur­ 
ing these ’years to a great many 
civic matters. His name was fre­ 
quently included on committees of 
importance upon whom fell the re­ 
sponsibility of putting over worth 
while things for the home town. 
He came to Arlington Heights 
in 1926 to take up the job of re­ 
juvenating an all but dead Cook 
County Farm Bureau, the member­ 
ship of which had fallen to 182. 
Eleven years later when he left 
the farm bureau, the membership 
totaled 1919. 
As an authority on agricultural 
matters, he found an increasing de­ 
mand on the part of newTer farmers 
for his advice on farm manage­ 
ment which led to the establish­ 
ment of the Barrett Agricultural 
Service. Since 1936 Mr. Barrett 
has owned a farm in the neighbor­ 
hood of his old home at Morenci, 
Michigan. The farm was a run 
down place, which neighbors told 
him was impossible to produce a 
livelihood for any owner. O. G. 
applied 
the 
farming 
principles 
that he had been calking to Cook 
county farmers so many years and 
today the neighbors have a dif­ 
ferent story to tell about that farm. 
M . Barrett recently puchased 
a second farm, which gives him 
a little more than a helf section 
or 331 acres. 
He is specializing in Guernseys, 
and will be milking from forty to 
fifty of these the year around. He 
raises all the feed and more than 
he needs for his cattle and other 
farm stock. In other words, the 
Barrett way of farming is the 
self contained method — raising 
not only his own crops, but his own 
livestock as well. He will be a very 
busy man the coming months as he 
will eat his meals and sleep in 
Michigan* and raise his alfalfa in 
Ohio. 
It will not be so difficult, 
says Barrett because it is all on 
the same farm. 
Mr. Barrett’s more recent con­ 
tact with the people of his home 
town has been through the ration 
board, a job that is far from pleas­ 
ant, but he conscientiously follow­ 
ed the rules as set up for him by 
the government agencies, playing 
no favorites. That is the kind of t 
an official that O. G. has always! 
been. 
Mr. and Mrs. Barrett are leav-! 
ing Arlington Heights with regret, 
but hope to frequently visit the 
friends they are leaving behind 
them. 


E. H. Malzahn 
new chairman 


O. G. Barrett, who has served 
the Arlington Heights community 
as chairman of the ration board 
since its inception, has resigned. 
He is leaving the first of the month 
for Morenci, Michigan, about forty 
miles from Toledo, Ohio, where he 
owns two farms, which he has de­ 
cided will hereafter require more 
and more of his attention. O. G. 
expects to continue to serve ten 
to a dozen of the farms which he 
has under his management and will 
return *to northeast Illinois and 
southeast Wisconsin for a week 
out of each month. 
Mr. Barrett’s resignation, under 
date of May 15, was forwarded to 
Michael F. Mulcahy and a copy 
likewise presented to Mayor Goed- 
ke and N. M. Lattof, chairman of 
the local civilian defense council. 
Members of the ration board met 
and appointed one of their number, 
E. IL Malzahn, as chairman. Mr. 
Malzahn assumed his new duties at 
once. 
The resignation of the retiring 
chairman reads as follows: 
Mr. Michael F. Mulcahy, Director 
Office of Price Administration 
Due to increasing activities and 
needs both on my farm and in my 
other work which require greater 
proportion of my time I find it nec­ 
essary to tender my resignation as 
chairman of Rationing Board 5-1. 
I have served as chairman of the 
board since the beginning of the 
rationing program nearly a year 
and a half ago. In retiring from 
Ihe board I am very happy with 
the thought I am leaving a very 
excellent board to carry on the 
rationing program. 
There have 
been some members on the board 
the last year and a half who have 
found it necessary to resign be­ 
cause of other work and I must say 
with emphasis that they and those 
now remaining on the board have 
been and are very loyal, fair and 
honest in the making of their de­ 
cisions and I am sure that the 
work wfith the present members 
carrying on will go forward with 
credit to them and to this district. 
I have appreciated my contacts 
with you, with the other members 
of the board, with the staff, and 
with the people 
with whom we 
have had to work. 
With the best of regards to all 
may I urge immediate acceptance 
of this resignation.

Park board issues 
annual report

publishes his annual report this 
week. The figures are more than 
interesting. They show that the 
recreation program 
about 
that 
field house and park are treacher­ 
ously close to the rocks. At the 
close of the year April 30, 1943, 
there was only $21.47 in the cor­ 
porate fund. 
It cost approximately $13,000 to 
operate the park district last year. 
Where it not for the fact that 
the voters of Arlington Heights 
last year authorized the levying 
of a special recreation tax which 
will be collected this year for the 
first time, there would be no hope 
of opening that pool this year. 
This news story may sound a 
bit pessimistic, but facts stated 
herein should awake the public 
to the position of Arlington rec­ 
reation program. That pool will 
need a lot of support this summer. 
Figures do not lie and those that 
appear in that report are not very 
encouraging.

Lent for the Arlington Heights 
ration 
board 
has 
been 
kicked 
around as much as the Rum! in­ 
come tax plan. Recently the prob­ 
lem was again dumped into the 
laps of the local civilian defense 
council. It is still far from being 
settled although June and July 
rent will be paid from receipts re­ 
cently turned over to the council 
from the jointly sponsored play of 
the Legion and OCD. 
One of the first official acts of 
N. Lattof, new OCD chairman, was 
appointment of a special commit­ 
tee to again take the matter up 
with proper OPA officials to have 
the rent paid by the government. 
Mr. Lattof suggested at the or­ 
ganization meeting of the OCD 
council Tuesday evening, that the 
rent be paid from the OCD treas­ 
ury. With the question again out 
in the open, the old time objec­ 
tions wrere made to use of any part 
of the general fund for such a 
purpose, which speakers stated, 
was ear-marked for any other ex­ 
pense except rent. 
Use of salvage money was the 
next suggestion only to discover 
that salvage money is also ear­ 
marked. There still remained one 
other source — use of the receipts 
from “The Yanks Came 
Back,” 
which nobody had yet ear-marked. 
Those present agreed that the 
latter fund could temporarily be 
used for such a purpose until the 
rent committee had time to make 
another effort to secure govern­ 
ment funds.

Arlington Heights Lions receiv­ 
ed a lot of first hand information 
about fighting in the far east Tues­ 
day evening when they had as their 
guest Lt. Eddie 
Brink, of Oak 
Park, who is home recuperating 
from wounds received in Guadal­ 
canal. The lieutenant told some of 
his experiences, answered a lot of 
questions and following adjourn­ 
ment, \vas surrounded by a group 
of Lions who asked for more 
stories. 
Brink wears the purple heart, an 
indication that he has been wound­ 
ed in action. The accounts that ap­ 
pear in print about the cruelty and 
treachery of Japs do not tell half 
the story. Japs frequently call the 
word “medics” and if an American 
is fooled in coming up with relief, 
he is usually met, with machine 
bullets. “The only safe way to ac­ 
cept the surrender of a Jap is to 
have him strip,” said Lt. -flrink. 
“If they come in wearing clothes, 
they probably have a hand gre­ 
nade in their 
pocket which 
ex­ 
plodes, killing the Jap and any 
Americans who are near.” 
The 
lieutenant 
received 
his 
wound from a sniper that his group 
were trying to locate. 
Ortly 50 
yards separate many of the com­ 
batants in the jungle and at that 
short distance they can not dis­ 
tinguish each other. 
When asked if Americans take 
many prisoners, Brink said, “we 
may take a few, but we do not 
keep them long.” 
His party celebrated Christmas 
trying to keep cool with the temp­ 
erature IOO to 120. The only safe 
place to rest is in a fox hole, which 
‘usually is full of foul water. The 
Japs can not understand the speed 
with which Americans can fire and 
their first question is usually about 
the automatic cannon that they 
think the Americans possess. 


'Barrage to 
test O.C.D. 
Defease Corps 


Arlington Heights and all tho 
other communities in the Chicago 
Metropolitan Area will be shower­ 
ed with paper bombs of various 
colors on next Sunday afternoon 
between two and four, weather 
permitting. Civil Air Patrol planes 
will be over-head for approximate­ 
ly a ten minute period, 
during 
which time the Defense Corps 
members will perform their spec­ 
ific duties. 
All traffic, with the exception 
of emergency, will 
be stopped 
while the raid is in progress and 
the public is invited to watch the 
drill, but not to hinder the efforts 
of the Defense Corps in any man­ 
ner. 
This test should be taken as ser­ 
iously as possible because it will 
constitute a dress rehearsal for 
the type of blitz directed against 
civilian popuiations, one of the 
grimmest threats of Axil warfare. 
It will be the job of the air raid 
wardens and personnel to find ev­ 
ery bomb that is dropped, estimate 
the damage that would have been 
caused if the bomb had been the 
real thing and report the number 
of bombs and their location to the 
next person in command.* Air raid 
wardens will utilize their author­ 
ity as police officers and stop all 
traffic in localities where bombs 
have been dropped. 
Wardens will have sole 
spons- 
ibility for incendiary bor 
drop­ 
ped in their respective 
ricts,

New directories to be 
distributed Saturday 


Arlington Heights people will re­ 
ceive their new city directors Sat­ 
urday. Under the direction of the 
scout and cub organizations every 
family within the village will re­ 
ceive their copy that afternoon. 
There is only a limited supply 
and there are no extra copies. On 
the eve of the distribution it is 
found that there are a greater 
number of families within the vil­ 
lage than were taken into account 
when the printing order was giv­ 
en. 
The Civic and Trade assiciation 
appreciates the civic job that the 
scouts and cubs are performing. 
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“extinguishing” and disposing of 
them to the best of their ability, 
make note of the probable dam­ 
age that would have resulted if 
said bomb had fallen on a home or 
other inflammable material. 
The bombs are made of newspa­ 
per folded into a compact square, 
2 in x 2 in., weighing about one 
ounce and with a colored tail or 
a streamer consisting of two pieces 
of rcepe paper, each 2 in. wide and 
12 in. long. 
Their classification is indicated 
by the color of the tails. lied tails 
indicate incendiary bombs; blue 
tails high explosive bombs; green 
tails unexploded bombs and yellow 
tails war gas bombs. These mock 
bombs have sufficient visibility to 
be seen at a height of 1,000 feet 
or more and can be followed w'ith 
the eye as they are released from 
the planes. 
The signal for the start of the 
drill will be a steady blast of the 
air-raid siren, lasting two minutes. 
The signal will be sounded at 2:00 
p. rn. and the bombing will start 
as soon thereafter as the planes 
arrive over the community. There 
will be no signal to indicate the 
end of the drill. 
If due to inclement weather it 
is determined that the mock raid 
can not be held Sunday, radio sta­ 
tions will announce that fact be­ 
tween IO and 12 o’clock. T- case a 
postponement is necessa 
it will 
be held June 7 omm th 
st suc­

Instructions to the various groups 
are as follow's: 
Zone Captains

er duties and see that all blocks 
are staffed and ready. They shall 
furnish each Warden with an ac­ 
cident and a bomb report, and have 
them properly filled out and re­ 
turned to you as soon as possible 
after the drill is completed.

At 
the present tim e 390 boys of this 
w ar are confined to beds in Illinois 
hospitals, m aking the total disabled 
well over 8,000. 
Disabled Veterans m ake the'pop­ 
pies during the

m onths 
which are sold all over the country 
in May. W hen the money is collect­ 
ed it goes back to these sam e men. 
The one bright color on the shell 
torn fields and hills of the w ar 
torn areas in 1917 and ’18 was the 
little red poppy. On the edges of 
the trenches, in ragged shell holes 
it bloomed bravely and on t h e . 
graves of the men buried in the 
sacred plots of French soil which 
was F landers Field. Because of 
this the poppy became the symbol 
of the dead, th eir mem orial floor­ 
er. T hat is why you buy a poppy 
and w ear it proudly to pay tribute 
to the brave men who died during 
the first world w ar and who are 
giving th eir lives during the pres­ 
ent struggle. Be generous in your 
contributions on poppy day.

(Continued from page I, column 2) 
No immediate use will be made 
of the new' replacement book. The 
unit stamps will be used for coffee, 
sugar, and show’s w’hen Book I 
runs out in the fall. 
The point 
stamps 
provide 
a 
safeguard 
against the possibility that the red 
stamps in Book Twro (now being 
used for m eats-fats rationing) will 
run out before the issuance of Book 
Four. This latter book is in the 
drafting stage and will contain red 
and blue point stamps, much the 
same as those in Book Tw?o, and 
will be used for the same programs 
(processed foods and m eats-fats). 
The post-card applications will 
have three parts, first, an identifi­ 
cation stub which is to be detached 
and retained by the applicant; sec­ 
ond, a simple application winch 
gives the name of the head of the 
fam ily and the address to which 
the books are to be sent; and third, 
a card on which is to be listed the 
names of all those for whom ap­ 
plication for Book Three is being 
made. Each of the three parts will 
bear a serial number. A fter filling 
out the card and detaching the 
identification stub, the applicant 
will affix letter postage and drop 
it in the mail box at any time be­ 
tween June I and June IO. Each 
card will be pre-addressed to the 
OPA mail center serving the par­ 
ticular area. 
A t the mail center, the volun­ 
teer workers will detach and file 
that part of the card listing the 
members of the applying family 
for permanent record. The appli­ 
cation card will be placed in a spec­ 
ial envelope containing a window’ 
through which the name, address, 
and serial number will be visible. 
This envelope also will contain the 
family books. Thus, the head of 
each family will have self-address­ 
ed the envelope. Each mail center 
will begin sending out the books 
late in June and the entire job is 
scheduled to be completed by July 
21. 
lf, for one reason or another, 
the books do not arrive, the house­ 
holder takes the stub he has re­ 
tained to his local board and there 
fills out another application. This 
is forwarded by the board to the 
proper OPA mail center and the 
serial number is checked against a 
m aster file which contains all in­ 
complete or illegible applications 
and all books that have been re­ 
turned because of faulty address­ 
ing. 
If the missing books are 
found in this file they are immedi­ 
ately forwarded on the basis of the 
new application. If this file does 
not turn up the missing books, it 
will be assumed that the books ac­ 
tually were mailed to the proper 
address. 
In this case, the appli­ 
cant will be required to execute a 
special affidavit form to the effect 
that the books never were received, 
and after due investigation, will 
be given a duplicate set. 
“Active imaginations and busy 
tongues — sometimes with quite 
definitely selfish motives in mind 
—will seize upon the issuance of 
Book No. 3 as a golden opportun­ 
ity to spread a crop of rum ors,” 
Price Adm inistrator Brown says. 
‘ We will be reported making ready 
to ration clothing (although this 
one has been worn pretty thread­ 
bare), stockings, neckties, fresh 
vegetables, brooms, fish, or ^ h at 
have you. 
“I wish to warn the public in 
advance. These rumors will have 
no foundation in fact and those 
who are stimulated into panic buy­ 
ing by believing such reports will 
be foolishly doing just what our 
enemies want us to do. Book No. 
3 is a replacement book. It con­ 
tains a new supply of stamps to 
take the place of those now being 
used up. 
“If the w’ar makes any more ra ­ 
tioning necessary some time in the 
future you will 
be 
notified of­ 
ficially by your Government. 
In 
the meanwhile, 
step on rumors 
hard.” 


Air Raid 
Instructions 


Instructions to Public 
Frank P. Sesterhenn, commander 
Citizens Defense Corps has issued 
the following instructions to the 
public: 
Do not remove or molest the tok­ 
en bombs, as the air-raid warden 
must report where each one falls. 
Children must be warned against 
the danger of running into the 
street to pick up token bombs that 
have fallen there. 
Do not use the telephone unnec­ 
essarily. The line must be kept 
clear for 
the Air-raid 
wardens’ 
calls to the Control Center. 
Keep all dogs, cats, and other 
pets indoors or on a leash. 
Do not interfere with the Air- 
Raid Wardens in carrying out their 
assigned duties. They are training 
to protect you in time of crisis. In­ 
dustries in tow’n may, if they so 
desire, have their Plant Civilian 
Defense organizations participate 
in this drill, by locating and re­ 
porting the fallen bombs to head­ 
quarters.

state convention 
of the Illinois 
Congress of Parents and Teachers, 
the district and council meetings 
have taken on added importance. 
Such a council meeting of the 
Northwest suburban towns, was 
held on last Friday, in a “little 
convention,” in the Presbyterian 
J church, when Parent-Teacher as­ 
sociations from this area gathered 
to hear reports and receive in­ 
structive information from state 
officials and chairmen. 
The council convened at ten a. rn. 
and the morning sessions were de­ 
voted to reports from all associa­ 
tions in the council, the annual 
business meeting and installation 
of officers. 
Those who were installed by 
Mrs. Frank A. Damm, first vice 
president of the Illinois Congress 
of Parents and Teachers were Mrs. 
Ralph Tank of Park Ridge, presi­ 
dent, Mrs. Hale 
Olson 
of Des 
Plaines, vice president, Mrs. D. 
E. McElroy, Park Ridge, secre­ 
tary and Mrs. J. E. Wax, Mt. Pros­ 
pect, treasurer. 
The morning program was open­ 
ed by Mrs. Chesser, State Visual 
Education 
committee 
for 
the 
P.-T.A., with a talk on films. Mrs. 
Chesser 
stressed 
that 
parents 
should wisely choose the movies 
which their children see and that 
families should attend movies to­ 
gether. 
Mr. R. E. Clabaugh, superintend- 
i ont of Arlington Heights schools, 
then addressed the group. He spoke 
on playground recreation and out­ 
lined the history of Arlington 
Heights playgrounds. In conclud­ 
ing, Mr. Clabaugh said, “We must 
not fail with our children — they 
will make the world after the war.” 
P.-T.A. state recreation chair­ 
man, 41 rs. Chas. 
Balch, talked 
about recreation being a complete 
family project. She advised par­ 
ents to garden with their children 
and suggested that they have plen­ 
ty of recreation in the home with 
parents participating. She went on 
to say that if young people can 
not be kept in the home for rec­ 
reation, a wholesome 
gathering 
place should be provided for them. 
Mrs. Frank Damm, 1st vice pres­ 
ident of the Illinois Congress of 
Parents and Teachers, installed the 
officers for 1943-1944. This con­ 
cluded the morning 
session and 
luncheon was served. 
The afternoon session opened 
with round table discussions led 
by state chairmen of P.-T.A. 
Mrs. Laura H. Lunde was the 
final speaker of the afternoon. 
Mrs. 
Lunde 
represents 
the 
League of Women Voters and the 
Women’s City club of Chicago at 
Springfield and 
is a very well 
known authority 
on legislative 
matters. 
Her talk was both informative 
and stimulating. 
She called at­ 
tention to the following bills which 
are pending in the state legisla­ 


ture and of particular interest to 
parents. 
A bill to continue the Legislat­ 
ive council which will be discon­ 
tinued this fall unless legislation 
is again passed to keep it in force. 
It was originally introduced and 
sponsored by T. V. Smith. 
The legislative council is a non­ 
partisan research 
body and to 
quote Mrs. Lunde “well liked and 
respected by the legislators and 
used extensively.” 
House Bill No. 296, Mrs. Lunde 
does not recommend. If passed it 
would throw the building and edu­ 
cational funds of schools together 
for the duration. 
Another bill that should be of 
paramount 
interest 
to 
parents 
deals with certification of teach­ 
ers. 
The bill would permit the 
lowering of requirements for cer­ 
tification of teachers. There is an 
estimated shortage of 1,000 teach­ 
ers in^ the state of Illinois. 
P.-T.A. does not recommend the 
lowering of standards, but that this 
problem must be met some other 
way. 
Senate Bill 89 also has to do 
with schools. Its purpose is to pro­ 
vide the extension of special state 
aid to schools having less than 
seven pupils. 
Out of her years of experience 
and knowledge, Mrs. Lunde made 
this statement: “It takes 20 years 
to undo the harm resulting from 
lowering school standards in war 
time*.”

She stressed the importance of us­ 
ing alt left overs, and suggested 
many new ways in which to util­ 
ize them. 


After demonstrating how* these 
dishes may he attractively gar­ 
nished and served, those present 
had the privilege of enjoying some 
of each, and according to late re­ 
ports, many have already appear­ 
ed on several dining tables. The 
editor can speak most enthusiastic­ 
ally for the barbequed spareribs, 
which served as Sunday fare at 
her home, and met with much 
praise from the entire family.

far from ideal. 
Usually the abscessed condition is 
one of long standing. 
In chronic 
cases of this kind the bone about 
the root end of the tooth becomes 
permeated with infection. This leads 
to the breaking down of the bone 
and the formation of cysts (sists). 
In other instances, the peridontal 
(per-i-don-tal) membrane and tile 
cementum about the root end of 
the tooth is destroyed. In the event 
that these tissue changes take place, 
ordinary treatment of the root canal 
will not remove the abscess. Surgi­ 
cal removal of the root tip including 
the complete removal of the cystic 
material from the infected area is 
necessary. 
This is a delicate and 
often a difficult task, one which as 
we said before, can only be satis­ 
factorily performed under ideal cir­ 
cumstances.

What’s more, she knows how to wash clothes and how to use her 
electric washer for best results. What’s the secret? None whatever. If 
you’d like to know how to get better results on wash day and how to 
conserve your family’s washable clothes, we’ll be glad to show ypu. 


J Where to start — Separate the fast from the 
s unfast colors. To test new clothes, hold 
I the end of the cloth in lukewarm, soapy 
water for a few minutes. If the water 
colors, cloth is “unfast.” 


Run warm water into the tub of washer, but 
do not fill to water line. The water should 
only reach the water line after a load of 
clothes has been placed in the tub. Turn 
on the washer and pour in the soap until 
ymi have about 3 inches of suds. 


Put white, slightly soiled clothes in first 
while the agitator is running. If clothes 
fail to turn over regularly, there are too 
many pieces. Washing time—about 7 min­ 
utes. If washed too long dirt and soap- 
scum are re-deposited in the fabric. 


Remove clothes from washer before drain­ 
ing the tub. Rinse until water is clear. 
The first two rinse waters should be of the 
same temperature as the washing water. 
The last rinse, or bluing, may be with 
cooler water.

In wringing, spread clothes out for uniform 
pressure on all parts of each article. Don’t 
have the rolls too tight. For large pieces, 
Eke bedspreads and blankets, the pressure 
should be greatly reduced. In some wash­ 
ers this Is done automatically. 


The color-fast — After soaking the color­ 
fast cottons and linens for 5 to 20 minutes 
to loosen the dirt, use fresh, lukewarm 
suds to wash them. The first rinse should 
be lukewarm, and the following rinses 
slightly cooler.

Slightly up-fast —The washer can be used 
for clothes with slightly unfast colors. 
But you must not soak them. Use only 
lukewarm suds and wash quickly.

The light against inflation goes on, but up to now 
we ie losing it, and our grasp on the cheekreins becomes 
more tenuous as the weeks go by. When the new price 
administrator took office, he was reconciled to a rise in the 
^ost cd living by half a point a month — or 6 per cent a 
yeai. i>ut in the last two months, the index has risen by 
1.2 points. That two tenths 
of a point is the danger sig­ 
n a l — prices are going up 
faster than even the “toler­ 
ance” that the price admin­ 
istrator was prepared to al­ 
low. 
* 
W age awards, together with or­ 
ders requiring 48 hours of work 
weekly with 8 hours of overtime, 
are making dual contributions to 
inflation. Not only are the work­ 
ers being paid relatively more for 
^.the same amount of work, for they 
^receive a 30 per cent increase for 
20 per cent more work, thus lift­ 
ing unit cost, but such orders re­ 
sult in an increase of money in 
circulation which is greater than 
the increase in product. Moreover, 
C^he price adm inistrator is now 
planning to “roll back” prices to 
last September but to do so by sub­ 
sidies,. which are also inflationary 
to the extent that they put money 
in circulation without adding to the 
volume of goods. 
The problem of inflation arises I 
from the fact that there has been 
a sharp increase in aavilable funds I 
and a sharp decrease in available 1 
goods. Since we cannot m aterially 
increase the volume of goods, the 
^ an sw er lies in reducing the avail­ 
able funds, which government can 
do only by taking the funds, eith­ 
er as taxes or loans.

Farm meat 


New meat-rationing regulations 
provide that a farm er and his fam ­ 
ily may consume meat raised on 
any farm he owns or operates, and 
may transfer meat from one of 
his farm s to another to provide 
fof xi for members of the house­ 
hold, without giving up ration 
points, even if the meat is not 
slaughtered on his farm. 
However, if the farm owner does 
not live on a farm , he must give 
up ration points for any meat he 
consumes elsewhere. Under the or­ 
iginal regulations, a farm er who 
brought his own cattle to a cus­ 
tom slaughtering plant had to sur­ 
render red point stam ps for the 
meat, while if he killed and dressed 
the animal himself the m eat was 
“ration-free.” 
A farm or ranch 
employer who feeds his employees 
in a bunkhouse or dining hall may 
now use meat and other rationed 
food raised on his farm on the 
same basis as if the employees 
were fed in the household. 
Canning sugar 


Sugar for home 'canning will be 
limited to one pound for each four 
quarts (or eight pounds) of the 
finished product and may be se­ 
cured on written application to the 
housewife’s local board. Each per­ 
son is allowed not more than 25 
pounds. Any family can apply for 
sugar to put up jams, jellies, and 
preserves at the rate of five pounds 
per person. Last year, sugar for 
proserves was limited to one per­ 
son per pound.

rying an average of about 23,000 
soldiers. One MF is assigned to 
each train , a t the request of rail­ 
w ay companies, together w ith one 
m em ber of the N avy’s Shore P a ­ 
trol, or SP. 
One of the chief duties of the 
railw ay MPs is to make certain 
th a t traveling soldiers present a 
m ilitary 
appearance, 
are 
clean, 
neat and keep shaved. M Ps also 
assist m em bers of the W omen’s 
A rm y M ilitary Corps traveling on 
train s and give assistance to sol­ 
diers who become ill or lose their 
tickets, furlough papers or pocket- 
books. 
Their longest run is thirty-six 
hours 
and 
the 
shortest 
twelve 
hours. An attem p t is m ade to re ­ 
tu rn the m ilitary policemen riding 
train s k> their home station every 
twenty-Tour hours, but sometim es 
th a t is im practical. 
On a thirty-six hour run, the 
M Ps norm ally have every third day 
off, w ith a tw enty-four hour lay­ 
over between trips. They are giv­ 
en nine hours for sleeping and eat­ 
ing and approxim ately ten hours of

Company will perm it them to turn 
in, fully clothed, a t 2:00 a. rn. for 
a few hours of r e s t This rest is 
taken only if everything is quiet 
on the train and then only after 
the conductor and other train of­ 
ficials have been notified as to the 
w hereabouts of the MP so he is 
ready to cope w ith any situation 
on a m om ent’s notice. If no berth 
is available, he does not rest re­ 
clining.

gets horses 


fit for summer 


In addition to being bred for the 
job, farm 
work horses 
require 
skilled 
management 
in 
feeding, 
watering and working if they are 
to be good “hot-weather” animals 
with the ability to withstand high 
tem peratures, says J. L. Edmonds, 
professor of horse husbandry, Uni­ 
versity of Illinois College of Ag 
riculture. 
Steady work during the early 
part of the season will produce 
the vigorous, muscular condition 
necessary for hot-weather success. 
When the weather does not per­ 
mit field work, road dragging or 
even “made work” can be resorted 
to in order to get and keep them 
in condition to stand a hard day’s 
work. 
Feeding 
rations 
to 
keep 
the 
bowels in healthy condition is im­ 
portant in developing heat resist­ 
ance. “Dry-dung” horses are es­ 
pecially likely to suffer from the 
heat. Pasture at night, when it is 
green, will serve as a bowel regu­ 
lator. lf horses are on dry, burned- 
out pastures, they may need some 
legume hay or bran. 
W hen horses are doing hard 
field work during hot weather, a 
barrel of w’ater and pail should 
be taken to the field and the horses 
watered once an hour. A liberal 
supply of salt should be provided 
for the freely perspiring w’ork 
horse. 
In extremely hot weather 
it may be necessary to reduce 
working hours and lighten the load. 
'I he noon rest period can be length­ 
ened or work begun early and stop­ 
ped before noon.

Horses that refuse their feed 
should be kept in the barn or on 
pasture where there is plenty of 
shade. When the sw’eat ‘ dries in” 
and the horse starts to pant and 
gets “wobbly” in his gait, he has 
been overworked.

men will rest their teams before 
this stage is reached. 
An over­ 
heated horse should be got into 
the shade, and cold w’ater or ice 
bags applied to his head, spine and 
legs.

Decline in milk 
yields during 
these months is largely the result 
of too great dependence on poor 
pastures, states W. B. 
Nevens 
professor of dairy cattle feeding 
university of Illinois' College of 
Agriculture. 
Among the crops that make 
good emergency pasture for dairy 
cattle are oats, oats and peas, oats 
and sweet clover, rye, Sudan grass 
Sudan grass mixed with soybeans 
and sorghum mixed with soybeans. 
Mixtures of oats with a number 
of legumes and grasses are also 
suitable. 
Feed from emergency pasture 
crops is usually better than sup­ 
plemental y bam feeding, because

Another point that has a direct 
bearing on the efficiency and life 
of the machine is the amount of 
clothes washed in one operation.

A late, wet spring is preventing 
milk production 
in Illinois from 
hitting the seasonal peak normal­

Officials of Pure Milk Associa­ 
tion, a cooperative supplying fluid 
milk to the Chicago market, report 
that their production peak is norm­ 
ally reached by Alav 25, but this 
year it is not expected to be a t­ 
tained until June. While April pro­ 
duction for PMA showed a frac­ 
tional increase of 1.3 per cent over 
the same period last year, current­ 
ly in Alay production is about 4 
per cent lower per herd than a 
year ago.

This is the final week df the 
varsity track seasons for North­ 
east and Northwest Conferences.

The revealed fact that many 
more athletes are MADE than are 
born shouid serve as an added in­ 
centive for those who in the past 
may have shied away from com­ 
petitive sport because they felt 
they just hadn’t been endowed with 
the superior physical qualities of 
skill and courage to excel on the 


football coach.
